the sp ecial constables were mu ster­ 
ing all arou nd . 
Howev er, the night 
wore on withou t 
any thing 
seriou s

than the sou th of Lincolnshire abou t 
sev enty miles off.

Prob­ 
ably the most effectiv e forces of men 
engaged in rep airing the damage are 
those of the v ariou s telep hone and 
telegrap h comp anies which su ffered 
{heav ily . 
The tornado seemed to 
bear 
gru dge 
against 
the 
American 
Telegrap h and Telep hone comp any , 
for it followed its zig-zagging lines 
from Roy al Center, 13 miles north 
west of here, to Blu ffton, a distance 
of abou t 100 miles, snap p ing off ev ­ 
ery pole in sight and hu rling p oles 
and 
wires 
into 
adjoining 
fields, 
sometimes a distance of one bu n 
dred feet. 
The narrow p ath of the 
wind followed the sou th east and 
north east lines of the A. T. & T. re­ 
ligiou sly u ntil it dodged sou theast­ 
ward near Blu ffton. 
The A. T. & T., it is estimated, has 
a force of abou t 25 0 men working 
on these lines, and one of the fore 
man said today fou r weeks will be 
req u ired to get the lines in p erfect 
shap e again thou gh wires were work­ 
ing within a few day s after the tor­ 
nado. 
The A. T. & T. lost abou t 1,5 00 
p oles in the short 
distance of 100 
miles, it was said, and since 
the 
p oles carried 
abou t 
40 wires, the 
loss 
was 
tremendou s. 
The 
total 
loss, it was said, 
wou ld 
be abou t 
$00,400 to the A. T. & T. alone, du e 
to the sp ecial 
cost 
of emergency 
work. 
It was estimated that emer­ 
gency work costs abou t $40 p er pole. 
Other men in p ositions to know’ 
said that p robably 4,000 p oles were 
swep t down by the tornado, bu t that 
other comp anies 
were not so hard 
hit becau se only eross sections were 
dev astated.

Reveals English Fear Of Zeppelins 


A Rushville man has received a 


letter from an English 
relative 
a 


sort of a village magistrate, which 
reveals something of the 
English 


•hatred for the Germans because of 
their air raids on England. 


"On Sunday," says the writer, 


"mamma and I sat down to tea and 
before we finished the siren started 
at the fire station soon followed^ by 
•another hooter from another large- 
works. The blast was kept going 
fowfnll five minutes and we knew 
that it was the signal that' Zeppelins 
•had crossed the coast line. The 
electric current was cut of, so that 
evening service was suspended, and 
the special constables were muster- 
ing all around. However, the night 
wore on without "anything1 


occuring. They did not get nearer 
than the south of Lincolnshire about 
seventy miles off. 


"They behaved .with their accus- 


tomed brutality, 
murdering and 


wounding over fifty people. Three 
little sisters went to bed in 
their 


happy childish way, and were blown 
to bits before midnight.

"We have no airships yet that are 


•a match for the Zeppelins and -all 
we can do is to hide ourselves 
in

A high 
school 


graduate is eligible. 


"(e) Must be an excellent char- 


acter in this community., 


"Instruction—The! purpose of the 


camp will be to give each attendant 
as much of the fundamental educa- 
tion of a soldier, non-commissioned 
officer and officer as can be imparted 
in the.duration of the camp. A cer- 
tain definite routine wi]l be pre- 
scribed for. all, including rifle prac- 
tice.

1st. The present macadam or gra- 


vel road is resurfaced 
by bringing 


he surface of said road to perfect 
surface by filling in depressions with 
new material or removing high spots 
as the ease may be. After the road- 
way is brought to grade or surface, 
t should be thoroughly rolled; it is 
hen in shape for the new wearing 
surface, which should 
consist... of 


suitable crushed stone' 'or crushed 
gravel. This should range in size 
j'om one to two inches and should 
je spread on prepared roadway so 
that when rolled and firmly set in 
jlaee it will have a uniform tnick- 
ness of two and one half inches over 
;he course. While same is in a bone- 
dry condition one and one-half gal- 
ons of asphaltic cement is poured 
uniformly to the square yard; im- 
mediately after the asphalt is pour- 
ed the bonding stone shall be spread 
in such quantity as to lightly cover 
the surface and sufficient to fill all 
voids in surface of pouring. course. 
This shall then be rolled; 
after the 


rolling is completed, the surplus or 
loose binder stone shall be swept off 
and can be used ahead in a future 
application. 
The binder 
stone as 


mentioned above shall range in size 
from one-half to three-quarters of 
an inch and be free from dust. Im- 
mediately afteK the binder course is 
rolled, shall 
be applied a coating 


of asphaltic cement at the rate of 
one-half gallon to the square yard.

250 LINEMEN ARE AT WORK 


( By United Pren.) 


Logansport, 
Ind., March 30. — 


Traces of Indiana's worst tornado 
were still impressive today along the 
narrow strip across Indiana. Prob- 
ably the most effective forces of men 
engaged in repairing the damage are 
those of the various telephone and 
telegraph companies which suffered 
/lieavily. 


The tornado seemed to bear 
a 


srudge 
against 
the 
American 


Telegraph and Telephone company, 
for it followed its zig-zagging lines 
from Royal Center, 13 miles north- 
west of here, to Bluffton, a distance 
of about 100 miles, snapping off ev- 
ery pole in sight and hurling poles 
and 
wires into 
adjoining fields, 


sometimes a distance of one hun- 
dred feet. The narrow path of the 
wind followed the south east and 
north east lines of the 'A. T. & T. re- 
ligiously until it dodged southeast- 
ward near Blnffton. 


The A. T. & T., it is estimated, has 


a force of about 250 men working 
on these lines, and one of the fore- 
man said today four weeks will be 
required to get the lines in perfect 
shape again though wires were work- 
ing within a few days after the tor- 
nado. 


The A. T. & T. lost about 1,500 


poles in the short distance of 100 
miles, it was said, and since 
the 


poles carried 
about 40 wires, the 


loss was tremendous. The total 
loss, it was said, would be about 
$60.400 to the A. T. & T. alone, due 
to the special cost of emergency 
work. It was estimated that emer- 
gency work costs about $40 per pole. 


Other men in positions to know 


said that probably 4,000 poles were 
swept down by the tornado, but that 
other companies were not so hard 
hit because only cross sections were 
devastated.
